“Secretary Dulles and Senator 
McCarthy had lunch today at 
Senator McCarthy's suggestion.

Senator 
McCarthy told of an informal 
understanding which certain 
Greek shipowners had communi- 
eated to the Senator’s subcom- 
mittee on invtstigations, in which 
they undertook to abstain from 
certain areas of trade in the So- 
viet bloc. 

“The Secretary reviewed, prog- 
ress recently maGe by the De- 
partment of State in securing the 
co-operation of foreign nations 
in accomplishing the policy de- 
clared by Congress in Battle 
Act (of 1951) ‘to ap an em- 
bargo on the shipment of stra- 
tegic materials to the countries 
of the Soviet bloc.’ 

“It was noted that co-operation 
and advice from members of Con- 
gress is helpful in the administra- 
tion of the act. However, that act 
places on the administrator of the 
act, Mr. Stassen, the responajbility 
for co-ordinating the activities of 
the agencies concerned with secu- 
rity controls over exports from 
other countries. 

“It was pointed out the danger 
that would result if Congressional 
committees entered into the field 
of foreign relations which is the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the Chief 
Executive.

Pvt. Fred E. McManus, of Val- 
ley Stream, N. Y., was captured 
last night and signed a confes- 
sion to the killing of a Rochester 
(N. Y.) man Friday, the double 
killing of an Illinois pair Satur- 
day and another double murder 
at Spring Valley, Minn., early 
Monday. 

“I best leave the part about 
sound of mind out of this,” he 
wrote in his confession. 

McManus, one day A.W.OLL., 
was arrested in a stolen car four 
miles north of Dubuque. With him 
was Diane Marie Weggeland, the 
foster daughter of.a couple liv- 
ing in Summerville, near Roches- 
ter, and a middleaged hitchhiker. 

‘As Guilty As He Is.’ 

“T am as guilty as he is,” Miss 
Weggeland, who said she was 16 
years old, told police. But Mc- 
Manus insisted she knew nothing 
of the killings. 

Sheriff Rollin Hall of Du Page 
county, Illinois, and Sheriff Don 
Cook of Fillmore county, Minne- 
sota, were on their way to Du- 
buque to try to get custody of 
McManus and return him to their 
states to face murder charges. A 
wire warrant for McManus was 
sent from Rochester, and two 
Rochester police officers were re- 
ported to*be on the way to Du- 
buque to put in their claims for 
McManus’s custody. 

Deputy sheriffs at Rochester 
were searching rural areas for the 
body of 19-year-old William Brav- 
erman. In his confession Mc- 
Manus said he shot down a youth 
answering Braverman’s descrip- 
tion, buried him in a shallow 
grave 20 miles south of Roches- 
ter and took his red-and-black 
automobile. 

Confessed Killings. 

Sheriff Leo J. Martin said Me- 
Manus admitted the murders of 
Keeneyville (Ill.) general store 
owner loomberg, 56, and 
Bloomberg's wife, Florence. 
Keeneyville is 25 miles northwest 
if Chicago. He also confessed 

killing Mrs. Harriet Horsman, 48, 
a waitrses in an all-night cafe in 
Spring Valley, Minn., and Mrs. 
Agnes Beaston, 43, wife of the 
cafe’s owner. He also confessed 
robbing a Dubuque couple of 
their auto and $10 Sunday.

The House bill would : 

1. Declare that the 

states have title to the lands 
beneath their marginal seas

2. Authorize the states to 
develop the natural resources 
of these submerged lands even 
if the act is challenged in the 
courts and the title section 
held unconstitutional. 

3. Empower the Secretary of 
the Interior to develop the 
mineral resources in the outer 
continental shelf, and to grant 
mineral leases, with leases go- 
ing to bidders offering the 
highest cash bonuses. 

4. Provide for the return of 
money to the coastal states 
which has been held in escrow 
since the Supreme Court de- 
cisions, consisting of royalties 
from drilling in the marginal 
sea areas.

The House and Senate bills dif- 
fer chiefly in that the House bill 
not only confirms federal title to 
the vast outer continental’ shelf, 
but provides for leasing arrange- 
ments under control of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, while the 
Senate bill merely affirms federal 
ownership of the outer area. 

Senate proponents of state own- 
ership plan to draft supplemen- 
tary legislation later this session 
dealing with the continental shelf 
leasing provisions.

He 
said the meeting had “nothing to 
do with the main negotiation.”

Policy-Making Jobs. 


WASHINGTON, April. 1: (AP)— 
President Eisenhower today 
stripped civil service job protec- 
tion from “more than~*several 
hundred” policy-making govern- 
ment officials appointed by Demo- 
cratic administrations. 

The President signed an execu- 
tive order opening the way for 
naming men of his own choosing 
to such key positions in various 
federal agencies. 

When the Republicans went 
into office after 20 years of Dem- 
ocratic rule under Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman, new de- 
partment heads protested they 
had power to choose only a hand- 
ful of their top assistants. Other 
positions had been placed under 
civil service. 

Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty said today’s order removes 
“more than several hundred” 
present policy-making officials 
from civil service status. He said 
he was unable to provide a more 
precise estimate. 

Asked whether the number of 
officials affected might run into 
the thousands, the secretary re- 
plied that would depend on how 
the order is administered by the 
various, federal agencies. 
Eisenhower’s order.sets up a 
new “Schedule C” under Civil 
Service regulations. Department 
and agency heads will identify 
the positions to be put in the new 
classification.

Wants U.N. Seats for Reds. 


Molotov attached no conditions 
to Russia's indorsement of the. 
Communist peace proposals but 
he said that the strength of the 
United Nations would be en- 
haneed and the peace of the 
world better assured if Commu- 
nist China and the North Korean 
government were admitted te 
membership. 

He said the issue of Chinese 
Communist and -North Korean 
representation in the U.N., in 
connection with peace moves, is a 
“ question.” 

Molotov, in his lengthy state- 
ment, referred first to the Com- 
munist offer to exchange sick and 
wounded prisoners at once and 
the Communist statement that 
Such an exchange “must lead to 
the unhindered settlement of the 
entire prisoner of war question 
and thereby to the achievement of 
an armistice in Korea.” 

Molotov then referred to the 
offer of Chinese Communist Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai—now officially 
before the U.N.—“to reach agree- 
ment,” as he put it, “on the im- 
mediate settlement of the entire 
prisoner of war question, and 
thereby of ending the war in 
Korea.”

‘This Noble Act.’ : 

“I am authorized to state that 
the Soviet Government expresses 
its full solidarity with this noble 
act of the government of the Chi- 
nese People’s Republic and the 
government of the Korean 
People’s Democratic Republic 
and has no doubt that this; act 
will find ardent support among 
peoples throughout the world,” 
Molotov continued. 

“The Soviet Government alse 
expresses confidence that 
proposal will be correctly under- 
stood by the Government of the 
United States of America” 
Molotov said Russia had “un- 
swervingly supported” all steps 
toward ending the Korean war; 
He noted that Soviet delegate 
to the U.N., Jacob Malik, first 
laid the ground for armistice talks 
in June 1951. ' 
“These truce talks . . .led to 
agreement on all conditions of 
the armistice excepting the ques- 
tion of repatriation of prisoners 
of war,” Molotov said, “but the 
truce talks were broken off by 
Gen. (Mark W:) Clark (U.N. su- 
preme commander) in October 
last year, which delayed conchae 
sion of an armistice.”

48-Year-Old Dag Hammarskjold of Sweden 
Has Cluster of Degrees and Brilliant 


Diplomacy.

WASHINGTON, April 1 — The 


man chosen to succeed Trygve 
Lie as Secretar-General of the 
United Nations is a young, 
scholarly Swede with a brilliant 
record in his native land. 

Dag Hammarskjold’s selection 
as the No. 1 international civil 
servant surprised Swedish offi- 
cials here, but only because he 
wasn't thought to be under con- 
sideration. : 

"He was here 10 days ago, visit- 
ing the Swedisii Embassy, and 
gave no inkling, if hé had any, 
that he might me tapped for the 
top U.N. post. 

Hammarskjold’s associates 
fondly describe him as an “egg 
head,” pointing to a cluster of 
university degrees he holds, in- 
cluding a doctorate of philosophy. 

He has won his spurs in Swed- 
ish and international political 
life as a financial and trade ex- 
pert. He was, until recently, the 
head of the Swedish delegation 
to the U.N, 

He is 48 years old, a bachelor, 
and in the words of a colleague 
“a typical Scandinavian type” in 
appearance, fair-haired, of aver- 
age height and physically trim. 
He stays fit by climbing moun- 
tains and taking long hikes. 

In contrast to Lie, he is not the 
bluff, hearty type, but rather a 
man. of pleasant reserve and 
somewhat shy. 
arskjold is a member of 


Sweden’s cabinet, without port- 
folio, but performs the function 
of a deputy foreign minister. 

A graduate in economics and 
law from the University of Up- 
Sala, he started his government 
career as a young official in the 
department of finance. 

He was secretary of the Bank 
of Sweden in 1935. After serving 
as deputy minister of finance 
from 1936 to 1945, he entered 
the diplomatic service in 1946 
as a financial expert. He was 
made assistant foreign minister in 
1949 and deputy minister in 1951. 

He was also president of the 
board of governors of the Bank 
of Sweden from 1941 to 1948. 


Hammarskjold gained experi- 
ence in international diplomacy 
here as the chief Swedish repre- 
sentative in, the United States- 
Sweden trade talks in 1947 and 
in liaison capacities with the 
Council of Europe and the. or- 
ganization for European Economic 
Co-operation. 


Those who have worked with 
him call him one of the ablest 
diplomats in Europe, as well as 
one of the most energetic. 


He comes from a distinguished 
Swedish family, his father, Hjal- 
mar Hammarskjold, having been 
a Conservative prime minister 
during World War I. He was 
born in the village of. Jonkoping, 
known for its match factories. 

Hammarskjold’s main hobby is 
photography.

FOR HUNGRY ROK 
SOLDIERS TRIPLED

A heavy cloud cover, moving 
southward from Manchuria, lim- 
ited Fifth Air Force fighter- 
bombers to minor action in North 
Korea ani along the battle front. 

American Marines on the west- 
ern front turned back four small 
Red attacks Tuesday night, one 
against Bunker Hill. The Leather- 
necks listed 41 Chinese Reds 
killed and wounded. 

In eastern Korea South Korean 
troops reported killing or wound- 
ing 64 Reds in raids west of the 
Nam river and near Arichor Hill. 

The monthly air summary of 
the Fifth Air Force disclosed Al- 
lied Sabre jets blasted 33 Red 
MIG jets out of Korean skies for 
only two Sabres lost in aerial 
combat in March. 

The summary showed, however, 
that 18 Allied planes were lost 
to all causes—two to MIGs, seven 
to Red ground fire and nine to 
other causes. 

The Air Force said its planes 
unloaded 3,480,000 pounds of 
bombs on Old Baldy Hill and 
nearby Red positions in around- 
the-clock strikes. 

In addition to the 33 MIGS 
shot down, the Air Force reported 
eight probably destroyed and 35 
damaged by Sabres. _ :

IDAHO FALLS, Idaho, April 1 
(AP)—Look, pardner, that’s a sub- 
marine out on the sagebrush 
plain! Well, ay, part of one. 

Built into a section duplicating 
a submarine hull is what the 
Atomic Energy -Comniission calls 
a “thermal reactor" and the steam 
turbine system which makes up 
& complete experimental power 
plant: ey ‘sans 

The power plant now'is in op- 
eration, its atom fissioning chain 
reaction producing heat in.. the 
“furnace” to make steam for the 
turbine. 
' The plant is now operating at 
reduced power which is being 
built *.up gretustiy to eventual 
full heat output. This nuclear 
engine will be the pattern for an 
actual sea-going model to go into 
the submarine Nautilus, the hull 
of which is being built at Groton, 


Conn. ; 
440,000-Acre Station. 

The submarine thermial reac- 
tor is only one of the wonders 
scientists have brought to the 
cluster of gray concrete buildings 
scattered over some of the -440,- 
000 acres of the National Reactor 
Testing Station 40 miles from 
this eastern Idaho . city. 

The AEC operates the station 
to study and develop methods for 
roducing power from nuclear fis- 
sion. Not the sudden unleashing 
of the awful power of the bomb, 
but controlled reaction to produce 
heat which will turn wheels for 
peaceful industry — or propel 
deadly submarines. 

Here they put to test the theor- 
jes and blueprints and _ scale 
models which nuclear physicists 
and engineers dream up in labora- 
tories. 

There is the task of devising 
a machine to produce more ma- 
terial.than it uses—a real lifting- 
opera- 
tion. The scientists have labeled 
this the “experimental breeder 
reactor.” 

The basic theory is that a re- 
actor can produce more fission- 
able material than it consumes. 
So far, it hasn’t worked out that 


way because with materials and 


processes now available absolute 
efficiency isn’t attained. 


Testing Metals. 
The scientists also are checking 


with other materials and fuels 
So they 
have built the materials testing 
reactor. 

The materials testing reactor is 
to nuclear fission science. what the 
wind tunnel. is to aerodynamic 
engineers. With it the physicists 


» ;are proving or, disproving, by test, 


the theories worked out in labora- 
tories. 

The bombardment of neutrons 
produced here is more powerful 
than anything except the intense 
radiation produced at the instant 
of an atomic bomb explosion. 


Into the lead shielding are cut.

the heart of the reactor. Here the |’

. An atomic “fire,” like any fire, 
has a residue of unused fissionable 
material—the ashes of nuclear fis- 
sion. Fissionable material is ex- 
pensive. So there is here a chem- 
ical processing plant. Its function 
is to. salvage the unused fission- 
able particles. 

' ‘Safety Methods. 

All of this juggling with the 
basic source of the universe's en- 
ergy means that dangerous radia- 
tion and radioactive by-products 
are uced.

A budget, based on the present 
force of 1915 officers and 452 
civilian employes at present sal- 
aries, totaling $9,723,023, was ap- 
proved by. the Police Board today. 
This represents an increase of 
$72,005 over last year’s budget. 

$183,294 Returned to City. 

The Police Department an- 
nounced it had returned to the 
city $183,294 in umexpended funds 
from the last fiscal year, which 
ended yesterday. Actual expendi- 
tures by the department last year 
were $9,467,724. 

Proposed pay increases are: 12 
per cent for probationary patrol- 
men and turnkeys; 10 per cent, 
patrolmen, corporals and_  ser- 
geants; 7 per cent, lieutenants, 
eaptains, majors and lieutenant 
colonels, and 5 per cent for Chief 
of Police Jeremiah O’Connell, a 
colonel, O’Connell requested that 
his proposed increase be limited 


* to 5 per cent, Long said. 


At present, turnkeys reéceive 
$3000 a year; probationary patrol- 
men, $3480; patrolmen, $3660 to 
$3840; corporals, $3960 to $4080; 
sergeants, $4320 to $4440; lieuten- 
ants, $5000; captains, $5650; ma- 
jors, $6500; lieutenant colonels, 
$7000 and $7100 (for the assistant 
chief) and colonel, $9500. 

Long pointed out that if the 
Legislature approves the increase 
in personnel, the act would not 
become effective until three 
months after adjournment of the 
Legisiature and additional time 
would be needed to recruit offi- 
cers. Therefore, he said, a sup- 
budget would be 
needed covering that part of the 
year in which there were more 
officers and in which salaries were 
higher. 

Increases Held ‘Essential.’ 

“The Police Board feels this 
proposed increase in personnel is 
essential,” Long asserted. “There 
is a growing need in neighbor- 
hoods for~ police protection and 
we must have more men to handle 
it. The master traffic control plan 
will soon take effect and again 
the Police Department must have 
more men to enforce that plan, if 
it is to be successful.” 

Although the Police Board real- 
izes the city is pressed by finan- 
cial demands, the board is con- 
vinced “nothing would be more 
expensive to the city in the long 
run than an inadequate police 
department,” Long said. All pos- 
sible manpower economies “will 
not give us the number of men 
that changing times make essen- 
tial,” he added. 

There have been no police sal- 
ary increases since October 1951. 
“Even with the planned in- 
creases,” he said, “salaries here 
will be less than in most large 
cities.” More than 90 per cent 
of police costs represent salaries, 
he pointed out. 

A study—of civilian employes’ 
salaries is also'in progress and 
rises totaling 5 per cent of the 


civilian payroll will be instituted, 
he announced. No legislative au- 
thority is necessary for pay rises 
for the civilian employes. It was 


indicated, however, that the num- 
ber of civilians will be cut by 
not replacing those who leave.

On Some Ammunition After Battle 


He Tells Senators Restricted Supplies Forced 
Him to Pass Up Chances ‘Every 
Day’ to Hurt Foe. 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP)— 
Gen. James A. Van Fleet testi- 
fied today his Eighth Army was 
down “to zero” on some types of 
ammunition after it beat off a 
Chinese Communist attack in May 
1951. 

The former Korean commander 
said, too, that restricted ammu- 
nition supplies forced him to pass 
up “opportunities every day” to 
hurt the Communists. 


He declared he was stopped by 
orders from making an amphib- 
ious landing behind the Commu- 
nist lines in June 1951 which he 
was convinced could destroy the 
Red armies in Korea. 

Van Fleet was the first witness 
at a Senate inquiry into his com- 
plaints that he never had enough 
ammunition during his entire 22 
months in Korea. Pentagon of- 
ficials have contended that ammu- 
nition was always adequate to 
meet the situation. 

The Senate Armed Services 
Committee has accepted Van 
Fleet's cohtention that there were 
in fact shortages. A subcommittee 
is attempting to fix responsibility.

A. Van Fleet, who made the 
charges of shortages before Con- 
gress, would have found present 
ammunition stocks adequate.

WITH RED FRONTS 


University Denies Refusal 
to Tell Senators if She 
Was‘Communist 


Caused Dismissal.

NEW YORK, April 1—Dr. Gene 
Weltfish, a lecturer in anthro- 
pology at Columbia University 
since’ 1936, who refused in Sep- 
tember under the Fifth amend- 
ment to tell Senate investigators 
whether she was or had been a 
Communist, was declared “in- 
eligible for reappointment for the 
next academic year”: by the uni- 
versity yesterday. 


University officials denied that 
there were any political implica- 
tions in her dismissal. Dr. Gray- 
son Kirk, university president, 
however, has stated that educators 
should not “seek cover behind 
the Fifth Amendment” which pro- 
vides protection against self-in- 
crimination. The university was 
a signatory to the declaration by 
the Association of American Uni- 
versities, issued Monday, that 
“invocation of the Fifth Amend- 
ment” by a faculty member “lays 
upon his university an obligation 
to re-examine his qualifications 
for membership in its society.” . 


(Dr. Gene Weltfish invoked her 
constitutional right again today 
before Senator Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy’s Senate Permanent In- 
vestigating subcommittee. She 
Said to answer questions might 
incriminate her, and added she 
did not “want to enter into an 
arena of political manipulation” 
in the ‘“‘present atmosphere.” 


(The questions were whether 
she is now a Communist or was 
when she wrote books used in the 
State Department’s overseas li- 
braries.) 


Dr. Weltfish’s dismissal was de- 
scribed by W. Emerson Gentzler, 
assistant provost of the university, 
as part of a move to “tighten up” 
the university budget. 


A university spokesman said 
the dismissal was “a matter of 
academic organization and there 
is nothing unique in the case of 
Miss Weltfish.” 


Dr. Weltfish, a statement issued 
by the university declared, was 
being dropped under a rule 
adopted by the trustees in No- 
vember “limiting the number of 
annual appointments which may 
be granted” to those holding the 
ranks of associate, instructor and 
statutory lecturer. The rule pro- 
vides that after four years in- 
structors and associates, and after 
five years, lecturers who have not 
been promoted to the rank of 
assistant professor, the first pro- 
fessorial rank to carry tenure, 
will be dropped. 


Gentzler said that " probably 30 
other university teachers would 
not be reappointed under the 
rule, 


Dr. Weltfish has been closely 
associated with many organiza- 
tions listed as subversive by the 
Attorney General and described 
by congressional sources as Com- 
munist fronts. 


She was called before a Senate 
internal security subcommittee on 
Sept. 25 and refused to answer 
questions about Communist party 
membership. 

Witness Says U. S. Reds Planned 
to Buy Radio Station. 
LOS ANGELES, April 1 (UP) 
—A House Un-American Activ- 
ities subcommittee planned today 
to réopen its investigation of 
Communism in the entertainment 
field after wading through only 
30 of a scheduled 100 witnesses 

in eight days of hearings. 

The hearings were recessed 
yesterday but will be continued 
next Monday or Tuesday when 
the subcommittee will hear testi- 
mony from witnesses who object- 
ed to being televised or heard 
over radio networks. 
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The last witness yesterday was 
Roy Erwin, radio sound effects 
man and writer, who rejoined the 
Communist party in 1947 as an 
undercover agent for the Fed- 
eral Bureau, of Investigation. 

Erwin testified that Commu- 
nists planned to buy a radio sta- 
tion in 1948 to help provoke a 
“workers revolution.” 

Erwin, who said he rejoined 
the party in 1947 at the request 
'of the FBI after quitting it in 
| 1945, said the Reds planned the 
| radio 
| means of inciting a revolution 
particularly aimed at labor.”

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COMMITTEE PUTS 
BURMA COMPLAINT 


1 (AP)—The 15-member steering 
committee unanimously recom- 
mended yesterday a complete 
United Nations hearing for Bur- 
ma’s charges of aggression 
against Nationalist China. 

The action was taken after the 
committee, 9-2, with one absten- 
tion, adopted a request by Na- 
tionalist China that it substitute 
the designation “Republci of 
China” for “Koumintang Govern- 
ment of Formosa” by which 
Burma originally referred to that 
regime. 

Burma’s Delegate U Kyin said 
a “rose by any other name would 
smell as sweet,” but explained his 
government had used the original 
phrase because it had recognized 
the Chinese Communist Govern- 
ment and “resented” the use of 
the word China by’ any other 
government. 

The Burmese complaint alleges 
that Nationalist China has been 
supplying and training 12,000 
guerrillas on its soil. Nationalist 
Chinese Delegate T. F. Tsiang 
told the committee his govern- 
ment had no control over the 
troops. 


HORST WAGNER, EX-NAZI 
OFFICIAL, ARRESTED IN ITALY 


ROME, April 1 (AP) — Horst 
Wagner, former Nazi official ac- 
cused of the deportation or mas- 
sacre of thousands of German 


Jews, has been arrested here pos- 
ing as a South American journal- 
ist, Italian police said last night. 

The police said Wagner, found 
through the co-operation of Italian 
and West German authorities, ad- 
mitted his identity. He is being 
held on a charge of homicide filed 
by the German Government, po- 
lice said. Extradition negotiations 
are under way. 

Wagner fled from Germany 
after the war. Police said he had 
showed up here under the as- 
sumed name of Peter Ludwig. He 
wrote articles on agriculture for 
Argentine and Chilean publica- 
tions and was admitted to the For- 
eign Press Association.

Short Supply in Areas. 

“It may be necessary,” McKay 
said, “to allocate electric power 
in specific regions of the country 
in which there may be insuf- 
ficient power to permit carrying 
on essential defense activities. 

“This was the case, for exam- 
ple, in the Pacific. northwest in 
the 1951-52 and 1952-58 seasons 
of low water when inadequate 
electric power supply impaired 
production of aluminum. 


“It now appears likely that 
serious power shortages will oc- 
cur in the future in certain re- | 
gions of the-country and that al- 
location orders will be needed to 
protect power supply for defense 
production uses. 


“In addition, if there should 
be a prolonged labor dispute in 
the coal industry, it may be nec- 
essary to assure coal supplies to 
essential mobilization activities 
and to minimize the disruptive 
effect on our civilian econemy.”

There is no doubt that Stalin 
himself named Malenkov to suc- 
ceed him. But that does not make 
him sole heir, for Stalin’s will 
named other beneficiaries to, 
share the heritage—though not 
equally. 

At the time of the nineteenth 
party congress last October Sta- 
lin’s heirs had already been sin- 
gled out..They all appeared to- 
gether in the Presidium, sat 
shoulder to shoulder according to 
rank and in all the press photo- 


ty (MVD and MGB)—and hand

Stalin’s reflected light. Even dead, 
Stalin is the sun around which 
Malenkov’s planet revolves en- 
abling him, Malenkov hopes, to 
rule the Communist universe for 
the time being. 

Malenkov understands, of 
course, that it will not be easy 
for him to hold on to the Stalin 
heritage. While the doctors’ bul- 
letins still were being issued in 
Moscow (there are indications

The maneuvering behind the 
scenes involved a number of ma- 
jor reorganizations of the minis- 
tries and sweeping structural 
changes within the party, prob- 
lems which could hardly have oc- 
cupied Stalin’s mind in his last 
days.

Had to Share Power. 

Stalin had named Malenkov to 
succeed him as premier and as 
head of the party Presidium. De- 
spite Stalin’s blessing and his firm 
grasp on the party machine, how- 
ever, Malenkov could not be ex- 
pected to have everything his own 
way. His merciless rivals exacted 
a high price for accepting Stalin's 
will, and Malenkov was forced to 
make tremendous concessions — 
concessions which ‘thay yet prove 
his undoing. 

One of the biggest concessions 
was in the reduction of the Pre- 
sidium of the Central Committee 
of the party from 25 to 10. Malen- 
kov had packed the Presidium 
at the last party congress, giving 
him a clear majority, but most of 
his followers were now squeezed 
out, leaving him with five sure 
votes and a doubtful sixth for a 
shaky bare majority. 

Similarly, he had long been ap- 
pointing his own men to head the 
major ministries, and had hoped 
to have a firm hold on the Coun- 
cil of Ministers. However, under 
pressure, he now had to agree to 
the creation of a five-man Presi- 
dium of the council. On the 
Presidium with him are Bulganin, 
his supporter, Molotov and Beria, 
opponents, and Kaganovich, hold- 
ing the’ balance of power.

Beria is probably 
Malenkov’s most dangerous 
rival and it is not surprising 
that he refused to give way to 
the new boss. . 

Before becoming head of the se- 
cret police, Beria was party leader

strating a finished artistry of his 
own at bureaucratic manipulating, 
complete callousness and a fine 
talent for apple-polishing. 
Anxiety Over Army. 

The army, too, is another source 
of insecurity for Malenkov. Under 
Stalin, a triumvirate of Voroshi- 
lov, Vassilevsky and Malinovsky 
held sway. Voroshilov was a sort 
of a. spiritual leader, Marshal 
Vasilevsky the minister of War, 
and Marshal Malinovsky had in- 
herited Bluecher’s Far Eastern 
post with 45 divisions under him. 

None of Malenkov’s men was 
suitable for the post of Minister 
of War, but Marshal Bulganin was 
the only high-ranking military 
man he could trust and so he be- 
came Minister of War. 

This was a bad choice, for Bul- 
ganin, a political general, is even 
more heartily disliked by the 
army than most political generals.

First Order of Business 


The earnings tax bill tn the Lamar is back 
on the merry-go-round. 

State Senator Hartwell G. Crain, Republican 
from St. Louis county, struck at the heart of the 
bill when he persuaded the Senate to adopt an 
amendment exempting nonresidents of the city 
from the tax. This would not only cost the city 
essential revenue, but would eliminate the princi- 
ple that county residents who enjoy the city’s 
services should make a modest contribution to 
their support. 

A nonresident of Missouri who earns his in- 
come in Missouri comes under the state income 
tax law. If that rule is sound for the state it is 
sound for the city, 

Senator Kinney has temporarily withdrawn 
the earnings tax bill for a strategy conference 
on what to do next. We hope that he will find 
a way to knock out Senator Crain’s destructive 
amendment and get the bill passed. Its revenue 
is vital to St. Louis. 

How long is the city to be condemned to ride 
this Jefferson City merry-go-round? 

When is St. Louis going to be allowed to 
solve its own problems and raise its own rev- 
enue in its own way?

By a Fraction of the House 

_.A lamentably small number of Representatives 
took their stand on one side-or the other when 
the offshore-oil issue came to its first test vote. 
Only 110 stood up to be counted—scarcely more 
than a fourth the membership of the House. The 
tally was 82 to 28 against the “oil for education” 
bill based on federal control of the. offshore 
lands. 


‘This is indeed a poor showing on a matter of 
as paramount moment as offshore oil. It sug- 
gests that there is more interest in the subject 
and more concern over the outcome across the 
country than there is in Congress. The number 
of Representatives who stood up in favor of the 
bill was only ene greater than the number of 
mayors of American cities who signed an appeal 
for its passage. 

Surely the more than 300 ‘Representatives 
who defaulted their ballot may be expected to 
take more interest in the conduct of the nation’s 
business than this pitifully small total vote 
would indicate. 
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Making It Easier to Vote 


The Missouri Senate has now perfected a bill 
which, if passed, will make it much easier to 
vote on. bond issues. Instead of the present 
confusing rule of scratching No to vote Yes, 
little boxes will be printed in front of the two 
words, and the voter will be able to indicate his 
desire just as he does in the case of candidates. 

If on top of this, the proposition phrasers 
could find some way. of making sure that ballot 
issues are clearly stated, lawmaking at the polls 
would be a much more certain process. 
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Cue for the Colleges 

One of the most difficult problems confront- 
ing university administrators’is how to reconcile 
the necessary defense of academic freedom with 
equally necessary vigilance against subversive 
infiltratidn of. faculties, A general. policy to 
solve this problem, without damage to freedom 
of inquiry, is currently the goal of many distin- 
guished university presidents. 

Two weeks ago Dr. Grayson Kirk, president of 
Columbia University, speaking at the University 
of Puerto Rico, distinguished between the “hon- 
est, responsible scholar with views at variance 
with those preponderantly held by the public” 
and an “active Communist” who is “no longer 
intellectually a free agent.” A university would 
not be worth its name, said Dr. Kirk, if it did 
not uphold the unorthodex thinker. At the 
same time, he said, the university as sanctuary 
for the honest dissenter is undér no compulsion 
to throw a mantle of protection around a 
teacher who is committed to Communist tenets. 

As for legislative investigations, the new presi- 
dent of the country’s largest university proposed 
that college faculty members co-operate with 
them, insisting first that investigations be con- 
ducted fairly and objectively and not be utilized 
by “demagogues who may seek to use an indis- 
criminate smear campaign in order to further 
their own selfish political ambitions.” Concern- 
ing the professor who invokes the Fifth Amend- 
ment in his refusal to answer questions, Dr. 
Kirk said:

After a six-month study, © committee of the 
Association of American Universities, headed 
by Dr. A. Whitney Griswold, president of Yale, 
comes to essentially the same conclusions in a 
report that is certain to have widespread influ- 
ence in the handling of this problem. This 
committee, which includes Dr. Arthur H. Comp- 
ton, chancellor of Washington University, calls 


on university teachers to fight abuses of the 


investigative function by appealing. to public 
opinion rather than by non-co-operation or de- 
fiance. The five university heads—the others 
are from Stanford, Kansas and Brown—take a 
strong and entirely right stand against discipline 
on the ground of “irresponsible accusations or 
suspicion.” Just as soundly they say that aca- 
demic freedom is not a guarantee of “freedom 
from criticism” or a “shield” for law violation, 
Condemning Russian Communism for foment- 
ing worldwide revolution, for its use of false- 
hood and deceit as normal means of persuasion 
and for its imposition of thought control, the 
university leaders stand stanchly for full aca- 
demic inquiry into the nature and methods of 
Communism. They say: 7° 
The scholar’s mission requires the study 
and examination of unpopular ideas, of ideas 
considered abhorrent and even dangerous. 
Just as in the case of deadly disease or the 
military potential of an ememy, it is only by 
intense study and research that the nature 
and extent of the danger can be understood 
and defenses against it perfected. 


The universities of the United States must be 
centers of untrammeled search for truth. They 
must continue to give the world of scholarship 
original thinkers like Thorstein Veblen and 
Edward A. Ross and Charles A. Beard. The cam- 
pus must be a safe haven for those honest 
—— The universities: can best provide

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A New Chief for REA 


The record of Lt, Gov. Ancher Nelsen of Min- 
nesota, whom President Eisenhower has nomi- 
nated to be administrator of REA, looks good 
and it will need to be good, REA’s 18 years of 
success, during which the number of farms with 
electricity in the United States has been jn- 
creased from 10 per cent to 90 per cent, have 
brought it now to.a fight for its life. Whether 
it pulls through, ‘and how well it pulls through, 
will depend to a very large extent on the quali- 
ties of its administrator. 

Claude Wickard, whom Mr. Nelsen is named 
to succeed, was a scrapper. So were Morris 
Cooke and Harry Slattery, who preceded him. 
They believed in what the Rural Electrification 
Administration was meant to do—bring the In- 
dystrial Revolution to the American farm home. 
What they did meant in terms of Missouri’s 
own farm families that. whereas. fewer than 
18,000 had electricity when REA started, more 
than 215,000 have“ it. now. Gov. Donnelly paid 


tribute to this accomplishment a few days ago | 


by calling it “a definite case where Government 
came to the ald of the people—te the benefit of 
all.” 

The situation in which REA now finds itself 
is that a group of public utilities are attacking 
its right to make loans for generation and trans- 
mission co-operatives—the so-called GTs, “which 
produce and wholesale power. Mr. Wickard has 
declared that in his opinion the authority to. 
make such loans has been the ‘greatest factor in 
keeping down wholesale costs of power to REA 
retail systems. 

Ernest C. Wood, one of the pioneers of raral 
electrification in Missouri, says loss of GTs 
would cost farmers in the Southwest area alone 
$2,000,000 a year to begin with and more as 
time went on. Not only is a new supply to the 
still-insupplied 10 per cent involved, but in- 
creased supply to meet increasing demands of 
the presently-served 90 per cent as well. 

Mr. Nelsen should know as well as any man 
the necessity for keeping REA on a soutd busi- 
ness basis, for he helped organize an REA in 
his own state and is one of its directors. He also 
has been vice: president of the Minnesota Elec- 
tric Co-operative, director of a farmers’ co-oper- 
ative elevator association, arid president of a 
farmers’ mutual insurance company. 

Although not much is known of Mr. Nelsen 
nationally, this much of his record would sug- 
gest that he is one who understands what rural 
electrification is about- and who has its inter- 
ests at heart. Certainly those are qualities REA 
requires in an administrator in order to continue 
its progress in the face of the obstacles that 
beset it. 
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Senator Kennedy’s.Good Move 
On behalf of himself and 22 other Senators, 
Massachusetts’ freshman Senator Kennedy has 
introduced a bjll which will save the Eisenhower 
Administration’s Postoffice Department an esti- 
mated $71,000,000 a year. The Kennedy bill 
would do this by separating airmail subsidy from 

mail pay for services rendered by the airlines. 
As reported by The Wall Street Journal, the 
budget contains an item of $134,000,000 to be 
handed over to the airlines as “mail payi” Actu- 
ally the Civil Aeronautics Board admits, accord- 
ing to Senator Kennedy, that no more than $63,- 


000,000 is “for mail service rendered.” The dif- - 


ference—or $71,000,000 a year—is a hidden 
handout to the airline companies. 

If this subsidy is to be continued it should be 
put in the budget on its own basis. It should not 
be covered up in such a way that the taxpayers 
do not know it exists. The truth is this airline 
subsidy ought to have a thorough review and 
the way to begin is by showing it up on the 
budget for exaetly what it is. 
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Against the Government’s Dignity 

Joseph R. McCarthy is talking as though he 
were the No. 1 man in the United States Gov- 
ernment, and a very autocratic No. 1 man at 
that. In his exchange with ‘Mutual Security Di- 
rector Harold E. Stassen, the Wisconsin Senator 
not only said that he did not want “any interfer- 
ence by anyone” in his deals: with foreign ship- 
owners, but also that he “intends to continue” 
to negotiate agreements to keep ships from 
carrying freight to Communist ports. 

Mr. Stassen forthrightly and courageously told 
the Senator that he and the staff of his Senate 
Government Operations Committee were under- 
mining the foreign policy of the United States. 
He also wanted to know what promises McCar- 
thy and his assistants had made, and mentioned 
“tax cases” in which me of the ships may be 
involved. 

McCarthy, however, answered only with sar- 
castic defiance. He brushed aside Mr. Stassen’s 
objections that these agreements might not be 
enforceahle and that they may ‘Have serious 
loopholes. Instead he boasted that thrée mem- 
bers of his committee staff had accomplished 
more than the whole State Department: 

Strong as was Mr. Stassen’s denunciation of 
this flagrant invasion of executive authority by 
Senator McCarthy, it is hardly sufficient. The 
Senator has acted brashly on his own initiative 
in a field which is the constitutional concern of 
the Administration. For the sake of their own 
prestige and effectiveness, President Eisenhower 
and his Secretary of State simply cannot afford 
to ignore this arrogance.

Former New York Mayor and Ambassador remains in Mexico, 
where a few made fortunes during boom but reform of graft and 
consolidation of gains are aims of new Government; how O’Dwyer 
fits this picture depends on friendship with wealthy ex-President.

When I last.saw the Honorable William 
O’Dwyer a few. weeks ago, the ex-Mayor 
of New York: and one of the most popular 
ambassadors the United States has ever 
sent to any country was living in a cheer- 
less and unprosperous-looking flat in Mex- 
ico City, one of the most exuberant capi- 
tals in the world.

There is no doubt that OQ’ Dwyer, while 
Ambassador, played hig cards ably, both 
for his country and himself.

The best authority on what has been 
happening to the economy of. Mexico is 
a confidential report made, by a group of 
Mexican and American economists late in 
1952, to the Nacional Financiera of Mexico, 
an institution very much like the RFC. 

It reports that the country has now 
come to a place where long-term foreign 
credits are despérately needed if the gains 
of the last 10 years are to be maintained 
and consolidated, if ambitious but half- 
finished projects are to be completed’ and 
if the country’s pathetic railroad and elec- 
tricity networks are to be improved enough 
to handle even the present levels of pro- 
duction and trade 

According to this report, Mexico’s real 
national income has maore than doubled 
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since the Second World War began. The 
real investment in Mexico’s industry, com- 
merce atid productive public works has 
more than tripled. Ninety-six per cent of 
this investment has Mexican. 


Aside from its vast public works pro- 
gram, the Government has fostered indus- 
trialization of the country by loans and by 
direct subsidies. The American and Mex- 
ican economists were constrained to point 
out: 


“The share of industrial and commercial 
profits in the national income from 1939 
to 1949 rose from 26 to 41 per cent, and 
the share allotted to wages and salaries 
fell from 31 to 34 per cent. Only a very 
small part of the population enjoyed any 
part of the increase in consumption of 
goods.” 


The principal obstacle to Mexico's fur- 
ther development, the economists say, lies 
in the low buying power of most of its 
people, “since only the rich in the am 
are able to buy much.” 


The Poor Grow Poorer 


Mexico’s poor grow poorer and Mexico’s 
birth rate progresses. while its death rate 
declines. There were less than 16,000,000 
Mexicans when the revolution began. 
There are now 25,000,000 and by the end 
of this century there are apt to be 50, 
000,000. Neither Mexico’s income nor the 
development of its resources is keeping 
pace with its population. 

Mexico is in trouble, and its new ruling 
class of manufacturers, financiers and 
merchants knows it. Even ex-President Ale- 
man has recognized the necessity for a 
fairer shake all around, and hence the 
election of Adolfo Ruiz Cortines as Presi- 
dent of the Republic. 


In Ruiz Cortines, Mexico has a Presi- 
dent the like of whom the country has 
never seen. He is renowned throughout 
the land as an honest civil servant, who 
has been content to live on his salary, to 
drive a Chevrolet instead of a Cadillac 
and to devote his energies to the as 
welfare. “I was poor as a boy and 
poor,” he said with some pride just before 
his inauguration.

As Brownell and those working 
with him viewed it, the former 
system was too narrow in that it 
made “loyalty” the only test of 
whether an employe could be dis- 
missed.

Confidence and Trust. 


At that point Dulles stated un- 
equivocally that the final finding

That is a most important dis- 
tinction that has increasingly beert 
blurred over in recent years. To 
give the security officer power of 
final evaluation would be equiva- 
lent to allowing the policeman on 
the beat to cofme up with a find- 
ing of guilty or not guilty when 
he makes an arrest. 

One may argue that this is a 
matter of administrative proce- 
dure and that, therefore, the safe- 
guards of trial law do not apply. 
Yet, in the past the findings of 
loyalty or disloyalty have had the 
effect of a sentence by a court. 

In the last analysis no system 
of loyalty or security can be a 
substitute for mutual confidence 
and trust with responsibility 
shouldered by the proper author- 
ty. This is what the Eisenhower 


Administration must undertake to 
restore.

The fourth annual Children’s 
Art Bazaar, richer in unconscious 
humor and larger than any of its 
predecessors, opened with a 
view for paying guests last 
in the ninth-floor exhibition hall 
of the downtown Famous-Barr de- 
partment store. 

All proceeds go this year to the 
Cerebral Palsy Parents Council. 
The show will be open to the 
public free of charge starting Sat- 
urday. It will continue for a week. 

About 500 artists, educators, 
art collectors-and just plain par- 
ents attended, exchanging jokes 
and admiring comments on the 
junior Matisses, Picassos and 
Dalis represented by the 700 
pictures on the walls. 

At the end of the evening, a 
“moving picture show” developed, 
so rapidly were entries being sold, 
taken down and replaced by oth- 
ers from portfolios. The rate of 
sale at closing time was one & 
second 

A total of 179 public, parochial 
and private elementary schools in 
St. Louis and St. Louis county 
have contributed 10 large murals 
and nearly 3000 water colors, 
crayon drawings, prints, finger 
paintings and collages, or compo- 
sitions of cut-out materials. Art 
teachers at each school chose 
work for display. 

Parents and Horses. 

With some of the same joyous 
abandon so prized by modern ex- 
pressionists, the youngsters have 

uipped their human subjects 
with purple hair, yellow eyes and 
over-emphasized chins and noses. 
First-graders’ paintings of - par- 
ents suggest relative importance, 
with mountainous mothers and 
diminutive dads. 

At least one child seems influ- 
enced by a parent’s painting. 
Lucie Palmer, whose mother and 
namesake paints underwater pic- 
tures, contributes a pair of fetch- 
ing and carefully drawn mermaids 
with three-dimensional appeal. 
Animals, of course, are more in- 
teresting subjects than people or 
even mermaids, and here horses 
predominate, outnumbering ele- 
phants two to one. Horses tend 
to be of heroic mold, larger than 
elephants, for instance, and one 
mighty stallion is drawn so tall he 
has to bend down to eat an apple 
off the top of an apple tree. 
Another, with a Shetland pony’s 
flank and haunches, has the 
sensitive head of a race horse 
and the magnificent chest and 
withers of a Clydesdale. The won- 
drous hybrid was named among 
30 “museum pieces.” These were 
chosen by William N. Eisendrath 
Jr., assistant to the director of 
the City Art Museum, for dis- 
play at the museum the last two 
weeks of this month. 

One hundred other pictures 
have been chosen for exhibition 
in European museums. Jurors 
were artists Mildred Bailey Car- 
penter (Mrs. Fred Green Car- 
penter), Belle Cramer, Aimee 
Schweig and E. Oscar Thalinger. 
Mrs. Carpenter was among seven 
artists who also donated their 
services as portraitists for paying 
sitters during the preview. 

Others who turncd out rapid 
likenesses or caricatures were 
Hillis Arnold, Monticello College 
sculptor; Bill Sims, Ludwig von 
Gontard, Siegfried Reinhardt, 
dames B. Fisher Jr. and Charles 
Morgenthaler, all painters.

Children’s self-portraits from 
30 foreign countries provide an 
interesting basis for comparison.

Chief Critic Says New Simplli- 
fied System Should Pro- 


duce Results Sought. 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP)— 
House investigators yesterday sus- 
pended an inquiry into how the 
Pentagon is getting along on a 
simplified military buying pro- 
gram after the chief critic of the 
program testified it should pro- 
duce the results sought by Con- 
gress. . 

Edward J. Sheridan, a Pentagon 
management expert, told a House 
Armed Services subcommittee 
that his attacks on an effort to 
set up a single catalog had been 
based on a stricter interpretation 


expressed. 

Sheridan reported officially in 
January that the law was being 
flouted hy the defense supply 
management agency headed by 
retired Rear Adm. J. W. Fowler. 
This agency is charged with writ- 
ing a single inventory list of all 
the numerous items used in com- 
mon by the military services. Con- 
gress said such a new catalog 
would save hundreds of millions 
of dollars by eliminating dupli- 
cation. 

Chairman’s Comment. 

Chairman Hess (Rep.); Ohio, 
told oa that, after several 
days’ ‘hearings, the subcommittee 
is convinced the program “is go- 
ing as well as it can go.” 

But he added “there is no 
doubt in my mind” that the mili- 
tary services are trying to “stop 
a lot of the things that are being 
done to carry out the intent of 
Congress” in reducing the over- 
lapping supply activities of the in- 
dividual services. 


Congressmen have charged re- 
peatedly the services are trying 
to sabotage the program in order 
to maintain their own “supply 
empires.” 

Sheridan’s January report said 
that the first product of Fowler’s 
agency, a single catalog for food- 
stuffs, lacked sufficient informa- 
‘tion to conform to the law, passed 
curing the last congressional ses- 
on. 
He said he based this on an 
interpretation of the law that 
certain data is mandatory. Hess 
and some other committeemen 
and Fowler said Congress intend- 
ed to give the head of the cata-

Sheridan wrote Hess Monday that, 
after studying Fowler’s answers 
and reviewing his interpretation 
of the law, “it now appears that 
present programs should produce 
the results desired by the Depart- 
ment of Defense and the Con- 

ss.” 

Fowler testified earlier that a 
complete single catalog should be 
nearly finished next year.

T to Single 
Wing Shift: 
In 20 Days

In all his long years of coach- 
ing football Carl Snavely . may 
never have been faced with so 
much to do within so little time 
as he is this spring in taking over 
the head gridiron job at Washing- 
ton University. | 

At his new desk for the second 
day since his arrival from North 
Carolina, the new man at the 
Hilltop agreed that what he is 
setting out to do is a large task. 
-“Yes, it looks like a Herculean 
job when you put it together— 
taking a new team, unfamiliar 
oy emcee and changing from the 

formation to the single wing, 
from two-platoon to single pla- 
toon, all within the 20 days al- 
lowed for spring practice,” the 
58-year-old coach observed. 

The Bears will begin spring 
drills under Snavely a week from 
Friday and they must complete 
their 20-day practice within 36 
days, aceording to the N.C.A.A. 
rules. 

Complicating the picture for 
Snavely is the fact that a fum- 
ber of Washington football play- 
ers are engaged in the spring 
sports of baseball and track, and 
that Tuesday and Wednesday eve- 
nings are R.O.T.C. drill nights 
when many athletes will not be 
available for athletic drills. 

But Shavely, seven years at 
Bucknell, nine years at Cornell 
and 10 yeafs at North Carolina 
U., obviously is not one to cry 
over such mechanical difficulties.

Snavely, immediately starting 
staff meetings with his assistants 
—Irv Utz, former head coach, 
Lynn Hovland and Harry Burrus— 
said that priority would be given 
to the task of converting the 
Bears’ T formation offense to 
single wing. 

“We'll work on offense mostly,” 
he said. “The first week I'll spend 
a good deal of time going over 
old films of single wing funda- 
mentals with the coaches. I don’t 
expect to get much done on de- 
fense this. spring but there will 
be some basic work on defensive 
play, tackling and line funda- 
mentals as used in the normal 
five-man defense, over- ‘and 
under-shifted six, and the stand- 
ard seven-man defense. We have 
to do some defensive work so we 
can use it against our offense 
practice.” 

The subject of defense, inci- 
dentally introduced quick obser- 
vation Snavely had made on the 
films of last year’s Bear games, 
of which Washington won four 
and lost five. 

Weakn Noted on Defense. 
“Just looking at the films it 
seemed to me the principal weak- 
ness was on the defense, in 
tackling and pursuit,” ,Snavely 
said. “A team has to be sound 
on those and I’m hoping we can 
improve that. It’s a matter of 
improving individual ability, One 
reason for it, of course,.is that 
the best men were selected for 
offense and the less experienced 
for defense.” 

This season with the rules not 
permitting offensive and de- 
fensive platoons, that problem 
should be overcome more easily. 
“I see no reason why a football 
player can’t play 60 minutes 
when the ball is actually in play 
only 12 to 15 minutes,” Snavely 
commented. “And I think two- 
platoon football had undesirable 
effects in that it robbed spec- 
tators of the chance to follow 
individual performances. There 
was a lot of confusion, with teams 
frequently having too many or 
~~ few men on the field at one 


e. 
“As a matter of fact our best 
defense at North Carolina last 
year was the 6-3-2-1,” Snavely 
continued with a smile. Six-three- 
two-one adds up to 12 men, slight- 
ly illegal. 

“Yes, it worked fine against 
Texas, which made one first down 
and then lost ground regularly on 
the next series. Then the Texas 
quarterback took time to count 
our men.” 

But, as Snavely said, the of- 
fense will get the most attention 
this spring and foremost among 
things the veteran coach will be 
looking for are a single wing cen- 
ter, a single wing tailback and 
similar key players. 

Center a Big Problem. 
“Center is a big problém in con- 
verting from the T to the single 
wing,” the.coach explained. “The 
center has to be capable of per- 


passing and blocking assignments. 
In passing he has to be more ac- 
curate than the T center who 
hands the ball back to the quar- 
terback; he has to be able to hit 
his target and lead the runners. 
A single wing center has got a 
lot to learn, and none of the de- 
tails is minor because the center 
is either perfect or bad.” 

A tailback, Snavely agreed, 
probably is the first thing the 
single wing coach looks for. ‘But 
the position is not quite so diffi- 
cult in the kind of single wing I 
use,” he said, “because I don’t 
care whether the passer plays tail- 
back or fullback. The tailback, of 
course, has to throw the running 
pass but in every other type of 
pass the fullback can throw just 
as well or better.”

Thorpe’s Runners-Up 
Still Hold Awards 


NEW YORK, April 1 (AP)—The 
medals Jim Thorpe won in the 
1912 Olympic Games and which 
he hoped, to the day of his death, 
would some day be returned, still 
are in the hands of the men who 
finished second in the decathlon 
and pentathlon competitions. The 
other trophies are in the Olympic 
museum at Lausanne, Switzer- 
land. 

The medals and trophies were 
taken away from Thorpe when he 
was declared to have been a pro- 
fessional when he won the two 
Olympic all-around events. They 
were given to Ferdinand R. Bie of 
Norway and Hugo Wieslander of 
Sweden, who had finished second 
and were later named as the “offi- 
cial” winners of the pentathlon. 

The two big trophies, a ®ust of 
King Gustav of Sweden and a 
gem-studded silver Viking ship 
presented by the Czar of Russia, 
were “rotating” trophies, never 
given outright, They’ since have 
bee retired.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 1— 
Operators of restaurants in Mis- | 
souri regularly serving bus pas- | 
sengers would be prohibited from | 
refusing service to Negro passen- 
gers, under provisions of a bill 
passed in the House yesterday, } | 
82 to 11. 

The measure, which now goes | 
to the Senate, also would prohibit | 
segregation in the feeding of Ne- , 
gro “bus passengers. 

Representative J. B. Moore | 
(Rep.), Hamilton, sponsor of the | 
bill, pointed out that Negroes now | 
frequently are hauled across Mis- | 
souri and forced to go without | 
food because operators of the res- | 
taurants refuse them service. 
Other members joined Moore in} 
criticizing the situation as “intol- 
erable.” 

The few opponents of the bill 
argued that it was not within the | 
province of the Legislature to tell | 
business men how they are to op- 
erate their businesses, or whom 
they shall serve. 


Compensation Benefits. 


Among other bills passed and | 
sent to the Senate was one spon- 
sored by Representative Daniel | 
Curran (Dem.), St. Louis, which 
would increase the maximum 
benefit which might be paid un- 
der the workmen's compensation 
law from $30 to $35 a week.

The House defeated another 
bill sponsored by Curran which } 
would have changed the work- | 
men’s compensation law to pro- 
vide that a major employer would | 
be anyone hiring six or more em- | 
ployes.

HEY are children who travel 
T: hard road. Some of them 

will never take a step; but 
must spend their days confined 
to wheelchairs. Some must drag 
heavy, painful braces or hobble 
on crutches, 


But a St. Louis agency is work- 
ing to make that road a little 
smoother for them all. Those who 
walk with a halting gait today 
may run tomorrow. Those who 
hobble on crutches may someday 
turn to braces and cane. And 
those who have no hope of stand- 
ing on their own feet may be 
helped to accept that fact and 
learn to lead useful—even though 
limited—lives. 

The agency is the St. Louis 
Society for Crippled Children, 
4370 Olive street, where the first 
Cerebral Palsy Training Center 
in this area, inaugurated in 1945 
under leadership of the late Dr. 
J. Archer O'Reilly, now cares for 
more than 500 children each year. 
But not all are cerebral palsy vic- 
tims. Some can trace a physical 
handicap to an injury at birth or 
disease in infancy. Some are 
mentally handicapped or emo- 
tionally disturbed. 

There is no general prescrip- 
tion which fits any group of chil- 
dren who come to the agency. 
Each must be diagnosed as an in- 
dividual and a training program 
tailored to fit his particular 
needs. Work of the agency is 
financed through the annual sale 
of Easter seals. 

In its statement of principles, 
the society lists as its primary 
objective “to give service so as 
to assist in preparing physically 
handicapped children to live as 
normal a life as possible within 
the limits of their handicap. 

“To aid a handicapped child in 
achieving that degree of nor- 
malcy of which he is capable, we 
believe he and his parents must 
be helped to understand and ac- 
cept his limitations, to know his 
potentialities and to build accord- 
ingly. To help him toward nor- 
malcy the crippled child needs 
to achieve purpose in life through 
the pursuit and attainment of 
realistic goals, and to accept him- 
self as a real person with validity 
and purpose.” ; 

To carry out this objective, the 
society has set up a process of 
diagnosis and prescription which 
takes the child from an initial 
conference with the socal worker

to a final appearance before the 
medical advisory committee. 
Usually two months are required 
for the seven steps considered 
necessary before the agency feels 
a proper training program can 
be determined for the child. 

The social worker sees the 
child even before he goes to the 
pediatrician or orthopedist, be- 
cause of the importance of his 
home situation and the influence 
his parents’ attitude on his reac+ 
tion to the training program. 

“Changing the parents’ attitude 
toward achild’s handicap is some- 
times as important as prescribing 
braces,” said John H, Kniest, 
executive director. . 

“The social worker learns 
enough of the family situation 
to determine the special problems 
in the home involving the child’s 
care, the parents’ feelings toward 
the child and their ability to 
meet all or part of the cost in- 
volve?. 

“We have found that the child 
who responds best to treatment 
is the one whose parents accept 
his handicap and help him live 
with it to the best of his abil- 
ity.”

ROM the social worker, the 

child and his parents move to 

the pediatrician for an evalua- 
tion of the general health; then to 
the clinical psychologist to meas- 
ure the child’s intellectual capaci- 
ty and. his ability to profit by a 
specialized training program. 

Next comes an examination by 
the orthopedist, special vision or 
hearing tests, a conference with 
the speech therapist and finally, 
a meeting with the medical ad- 
visory committee which compiles 
the specialists’ reports and de- 
termines the training program. 

From this series of tests comes 
the prescription. For one, it may 
be a simple brace and the hope 
that within a few years the con- 
dition can be erased. For another, 
it may be institutional care, with 
little hope that the future can 
bring improvement. 

There is no thought of over- 
night miracles. They way is more 
often tedious and painful, not 
enly for the young victim but 
for his parents as Well. But a 
single step taken unassisted by 
a crippled child may be as hopeful 
a sign of progress as if a normal 


‘child had set a new racing speed 


mark. 
Pretty Candace, for instance, 
will need long months, perhaps 


years, Of training and help, but © 


already she has made marked 
progress. Before the program 
was begun for her, she required 
support from both sides to take 
a few assisted steps. She now 
walks with very slight assistance, 
holding only one hand of her 
helper, and has learned to take 
about 10 steps alone.

However, because of immediate 
improvement through his physical 
therapy program, the prescribing 
of braces was postponed. His 
standing balance has improved, 
he has a more gracéful gait and 
feels more secure as he walks 
about the room unaided. 

Specific aims of the training 
program, Kniest said, are in the 
following areas: walking, self 
care, use of hands, talking, and 
achieving an appearance of nor- 


»malcy. Another goal is to pre- 


pare the child for enrollment in 
either a special school or a reg- 
ular school, according to his needs 
and abilities. : 

Referrals are accepted from 
physicians, social agencies, clinics 
and organizations when the par- 
ents consent to such referral, or 
they may make their own applica- 
tion. Children of ‘all races and 
creeds are eligible up to the age 
of 21, and those with all types 
of crippling conditions are given 
diagnosis. Fees are established 
on an individfal basis, according 
to the parents’ ability to pay, but 
this does not affect admission to 
the center. The’ cdst of braces 
and other equipment and '§trans- 
portation to and from the center 
is met by the society, within the 
limits of its resources, when the 
parents are unable to assume fi- 
nancial responsibility for the cor- 
rective program. 

“We find a great change in the 
attitude of the public toward the 
handicaped child today,” said 
Kniest. “‘No longer is there the 
stigma which used to exist, and a 
greatest acceptance of him and 
his disability has developed. 

“Years ago, he would have 
shunted off into a corner of the 
house and hidden from view. To- 
day, parents are learning how to 
treat him, to help him develop 
according to his potentialities 
and to lead a normal life in keep- 
ing with his abilities. 

“The important thing for them 
to learn, however, is to be satis-
